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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


Citizens of the County of Hillsborough : 


Agreeably to the laws of the State’ of New Hampshire 
we submit the following report for your consideration, also 
the reports of the superintendent of the county farm and 
almshouse, chaplain and physician of the almshouse, county 
treasurer, clerk of court, solicitor, sheriff, jailor and audi- 
tors, with a copy of the proceedings of the county conven- 
tion. 


The statistics regarding the number and condition of the 
inmates of the county almshouse, the amount of expenses, 
and the 4mount of income will be found elsewhere in this 
report. 


Since our last report there has been a continual increase 
of inmates at the almshouse and house of correction at 
Grasmere. A large horse barn, an ice house, with re- 
frigerator for meats, a large building for work shop, store 
house and other purposes with a large vegetable cellar, a 
commodious wood shed have all been completed, and the 
stock barn has been repaired and the roof slated on the 
south side. Most of the lumber, slate and other material 
were removed from Wilton, several of the buildings not 
necessary forfarm buildings having beentaken down. All of 
the rough work and a good share of the mechanical work has 
been done by inmates thus the expense of the new buildings 
at Grasmere has not exceeded the appropriation of one hun- 
dred and sixty thousand dollars, although the figures some-

what exceed that amount by a few items being charged to 
that account which belong to another department. 

The treasurer’s report shows that the appropriation was 
not exceeded. | 

It will be seen that many of the departments over which 
the commissioners have no control have exceeded the ap- 
propriation. 

The increase of board per week at the farm is in a great 
measure due to the expense of moving the inmates, lumber 
and other material from Wilton, the expense being charged 
to the farm. 

The expense of maintaining dependent soldiers and 
paupers off the farm has somewhat decreased during the 
last year. 


The commissioners would call the attention of the con- 
vention and of the public in general to the workings of the 
law passed at the session of the Legislature in 1895, by 
which the commissioners are forbidden to keep at the county 
farm any minor children between the ages of three and fif- 
teen years, for a longer period than thirty days, unless the 
child is under sentence for crime or isidiotic or otherwise 
incapable of education, and a state board of charities is 
created, appointed by the governor, which is given authority 
to overlook the care of such children and see that the law is 
strictly complied with. Now in many instances a strict 
compliance with the law is almost impossible, and of bene- 
fit neither to the children-or anyone else. In this county, 
it has always been the practice of the commissioners 
to secure permanent homes for such unfortunate chil- 
dren as soon as possible to do so; and in )tie 
meantime there has been maintained at the farm a 
school, taught by a thoroughly competent teacher, which 
has, on the whole, compared favorably with any country 
school in the county. When the new buildings at Gras- 
mere was constructed it was the intention of the commis- 
sioners to set apart certain rooms for the children in which 
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they should be maintained and taught, free from association 
with the adult paupers, until such times as good homes 
could be found for them in worthy families. But by this 
new law of 1895 such a course is forbidden. We are obliged 
to place such children as we cannot provide with a perma- 
nent home within thirty days in some orphan asylum and 
pay their board there until a home issecured. Asa result 
many children whose parents would never permit them to 
become paupers at all, if they could be kept at the county 
farm, are made county charges. For the parents have no 
objection to the children going to the orphan’s asylum, but 
on the contrary are glad to shift their support on to the 
county. And as it is almost always impossible to find good 
homes for them within so short a period as thirty days, they 
go to the orphanage at once, there being no use to take 
them to the farm at all. The expense to the county of 
caring for these unfortunates has nearly tripled the past 
year and will, in our opinion continue to increase. All dis- 
cretion and exercise of judgment is taken from the com- 
missioners who have had years of experience in the care of 
such children. ‘They must obey the laws, and the board 
of charities claim the right to dictate the course the com- 
missioners must follow under the law, and the county must 
pay the bills, be they what they may. Now, the commis- 
sioners know of no child that has been benefitted by the 
new law ; and know of not a single one for whom the board 
of charities has found a home. Whatever is done in that 
direction is still done by the commissioners. We, there- 
fore, urge upon the delegation to the Legislature from the - 
County of Hillsborough to consider carefully the question 
whether or not some further change ought to be made in 
the statute. 


We think that either the commissioners should be al- 
lowed to use their own judgment and discretion in the man- 
agement of the children as well as of the grown up poor ; 
and so have some control of the money for spending which 
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they are responsible ; or else that the board of charities 
should be given exclusive charge of such children and the 
state pay the bills for their support. For it is fair neither 
to the county nor to the commissioners for a state board to 
oblige the commissioners to incur bills for the county to 
pay. which the commissioners know are unnecessary, and at 


the same time to take upon itself none of the disagreeable 


and difficult tasks imposed by the law upon us. 


The present board of commissioners of this county have 
all had at least eight years experience in county business, 
and from that experience we are satisfied that a children’s 
department can be maintained at the county farm where 
complete separation from the other inmates can be secured 
and where they would not be under the contaminating in- 
fluence of the older criminals and paupers, association with 
whom is admittedly bad ; and to avoid which was the avowed 
purpose of the new law. A good school can be maintained 
and in every way, the welfare of the children can be con- 
served in such a department, until permanent homes can by 
found for them, as well as it can in any orphan asylum. 
And the expense to the county would be not over one-half 
what it is now, and is likely to be under the existing statute. 
We think that if the county provides such a department, 
the commissioners should be allowed to keep the children 
there. If the law of 1895 had not been passed, such a de- 
partment would now be in operation at Grasmere. For it 
was our plan to inaugurate and maintain such a one. The 
new law forbade our doing so. We believe that an amend- 
ment to the statute which would permit such a course would 
be a very great benefit to this county. As the law stands, 
it seems to us, from our experience under it, a bit of class 
legislation which possesses no advantage inthe manage- 
ment of the minor poor which cannot be had under some 
other statute, and whose chief tendency is to increase the 
number of paupers and. the expense of maintaining them. 
It is hoped that the legislators will look into the question 
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thoroughly and that something will be done to relieve the 
county trom what seems to usa needless, but rapidly in- 
creasing expense. | 

‘The citizens of the county and the commissioners are 
uwmnder great obligations to Mr. and Mrs. Libbey, superinten- 
dent and matron, for their untiring efforts in the interest of 
fthe mmates and the management connected with the insti- 
tution at Grasmere. 

The subordinate officers share our respect for the faith- 
itul service they have rendered the county, some of them 
imany years. 

Rev. J. A. Bailey and Frank Blaisdell, M. D., have sus- 
ttained their former reputation in the performance of their 
several duties. 

The representatives of the Catholic churches who have 
wisited fhe institution, have rendered exceptable services to 
tthe inmates of their faith. 

The commissioners wish to thank the citizens of the 
oounty 'for their kindly interest in the management of the 
county affairs and especially the overseers of the poor in 
ithe different towns. 

The citizens of the county are respectfully invited to visit 
‘the institution of Grasmere at their pleasure.

‘pline and scrupulous neatnesss in every department. The 
‘captain and Mrs. Wardswozth merit the respect ofthe public 
sin their management. It scems unfortunate at the present 
itime that the large expense to the county of maintaining 
tthe institution cannot in a measure be remedied by the in- 
umates performing some manual labor in the interest of the 
county and their personal benefit. 

It is considered very fortunate to receive a certain class 
of criminals at the house or correction connected with the 


county farm who are able and in most cases willing to labor, 
thus in a measure compensating the county for much of the 
expense incurred on their account.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COUNTY FARM. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Hillsborough 
County: 


GENTLEMEN:—The time having arrived for making an 
annual report of the county farm and almshouse affairs, I 
have called your attention to the following facts. As you 
will see the cost of board per week has been somewhat in- 
creased from preceeding years, which is in a great measure 
or wholly due to the removal from Wilton to Grasmere. 

There has been a considerable increase of inmates during 
the last year and it is very fortunate that we are not in the 
crowded condition that we should be if at Wilton. 

It could not be expected that the usual amount of crops 
could be raised on the farm at Wilton but it will be seen 
by the report of the products of that farm that a goodly 
amount of hay, grain, potatoes and apples was raised at 
that place. 

A fine horse barn, dimensions 32x80 feet with cellar 
under the entire building, has been built this year. The 
barn is painted, has a slate roof and is nicely finished in- 
side with all modern conveniences. Much of the labor on 
the cellar and building was done by inmates of the institu- 
tion, thus reducing the cost materially. 

A large earpenters shop and ice house have also been 
built this year and are both in use. 

The laying out, grading, and seeding down the lawns 
around the different buildings, has been completed and 
roads, thoroughly rolled, have been built, so that the build- 
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ings can be reached ‘without driving or walking over the 
grass. 

It is with great pleasure that I am able to say that in our 
medical officer we have a gentlemon who is at all times and 
under all circumstances ready and willing to do his utmost 
to alleviate the pains and sufferings of ailing inmates, and 
some particularly difficult surgical operations have been 
successfully performed by him at the institution during the 
year. 

Mrs. S. G. Fletcher of Manchester, in behalf of the W. 
C. T. Union was very helpful to us in our endeavors to 
make things pleasant for our inmates at Christmas holidays 
and at other times, for which we return thanks both for the 
inmates and ourselves. ) 

Rev. Mr. Bailey has held religious services every other 
Sunday during the year, and endeavored to incite in the 
hearts of his hearers good resolutions. 

To the editors of several newspapers who have sent their 
papers to the institution free of charge during the year our 
thanks are tendered. 

We cannot close without extending to the officers of the 
institution, both male and female who have aided us so 
faithfully in discharging our duties, our cordial thanks. 

And you, gentlemen, who have borne the burden with 
us, who have aided us in every way when difficult points 
came up and whose courtesy and kindness have made our 
position very pleasant, we heartily thank.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County - 


GENTLEMEN:—The year closing Oct. I, 1896, has been 
an exceptional one in the history of the institution. In 
October of last year it became necessary to transport all of 
the inmates from Wilton to Grasmere, this, with the change 
to new rooms, and new conditions, contributed somewhat 
to make a larger death rate. Added to this 1s the fact that 
our railway connections with Manchester and Nashua are 
so good that patients in a much lower physical condition 
can be sent here than could have been carried to Wilton, 
There has also been during the year the largest and hardest 
epidemic that has ever visited the institution, a combined 
epidemic of measles and whooping cough. ‘There has also 
been a larger number of surgical operations done at the in- 
stitution than before, thus saving the expense to the county 
of-having them done outside. The operations were all neces- 
sary and have resulted in putting back into their respective 
homes in good condition to earn their own living quite a 
number who otherwise would have been county charges all 
their lives, thus directly saving much future expense. 

From the commissioners I have received every help it 
was possible to give and sincerely thank them for their 
kindness. | 

From H. K. Libbey, the superintendent, I have received 
all the help it was possible for him to give. Busy as he is, 
I have never found him too busy to render any aid, or do 
any service which would contribute tothe comfort or safety 
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of the inmates. These remarks will also apply to the effi- 
cient assistant suverintendent, Mr. F. W. Russell, who is 
so good help in emergencies that it is often unnecessary to 
have any other help than what he can render. 

To Mrs. Libbey, the matron, I owe many a debt of grati- 
tude for her kindness and her watchfulnes, seeing every 
one of the nearly four hundred under her charge every day 
and looking out for their comfort. Her wise judgment and 
forethought, have helped much to smooth many a condi- 
tion which, without her aid, must have often become bur- 
densome. 

Also to my nurses, Miss Langmaid, Miss Sargent, Mrs. 
Kemp, and Mrs. Smith, I extend my thanks for their effi- 
cient work in their respective wards. Also Mrs. Butler 
and Mr. Clough of the insane department and Mr. Drink- 
water of the prison. I think it quite remarkable that in 
the nursery with nearly forty children, not a case of 
cholera infantum occurred during the snmmer. 

Notwithstanding the many things that we have had to 
contend with, our mortality is but little if any in excess of 
previous years.

It will be seen from the above table that there were forty- 
two cases of measles and forty-four cases of whooping 
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cough, thirty-eight having both at the same time. Of this 
nuinber of cases of measles one was over fifty years of age, 
three between thirty and forty and one twenty years old. 
Two were twelve years. Of age of those who had both dis- 
eases, three were under one year, three between one and two 
years, and the remainder between two and twelve years. 
Following this epidemic there were eight deaths among the 
children which must be attributed to it—viz.: One death 
from pulmonary congestion; one from marasmus; two from 
cerebro spinal menengetis and two each from cappillary 
bronchitis and congenital syphilis.

SOLICITORS REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
fiillsborough : 


My report as solicitor from December 31st, 1895, to 
December 31st, 1896, is as follows: 

There were upon the State docket at the beginning of 
the January term, 1896, the forty-four cases referred to in 
my last report. To these were added at that term fifty- 
nine indictments, two informations, and nineteen appealed 
cases; at the May term there were added fifty-four indict- 
ments, and twenty appealed cases; and at the September 
term one hundred and forty-nine indictments, eight in- 
formations, and twenty-two appealed cases were entered, 
—making a total increase for the year of two hundred and 
thirty-three cases. The foregoing have been disposed of 
except forty-six cases which are continued to the January 
term, 1897. 

One of the continued cases (State v. Collins) has been 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the United States and is 
there pending. It is continued upon the docket here to 
await the decision of that tribunal. In four other of the 
continued cases verdicts for the State have been obtained 
and they remain upon the docket awaiting the decision by 
the Full Bench of the law questions involved. Nineteen 
of the continued cases above-named are against one party 
(State v. Moore) and three of the verdicts, above referred 
to, are against the same party. If the questions involved 
in these three are decided in favor of the State it will 
probably result in a final disposition of the whole nineteen. 
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Eleven of the appealed cases last-named were entered late 
in the September term, after the jury were excused, so 
that there was no opportunity to bring the parties to plead 
or toatrial. Aside from these eleven appealed cases and 
the nineteen cases mentioned, but sixteen other cases re- 
main and in two of these as above-indicated verdicts for 
the State have been obtained and their final result depends 
upon questions of law. 

The case of Libby against the county, referred to in my 
last report, is still pending before the Court in Rocking- 
ham County; this with the case of Campbell against the 
town of Bedford, which this County is cited in todefend as 
the real party in interest, are the only civil cases undis- 
posed of. 

As heretofore all moneys accrueing to the county from 
the disposition of the cases upon the State docket have 
been paid to the Sheriff or to the Clerk of the Court.

Nearly one-third of this increase was incurred in the 
completion of the new county farm buildings at Goffstown, 
and the balance is largely due to the expenses incident to 
the removal from Wilton to Goffstown, together with an 
increase in the number of inmates at the same; also heavy 
Court and Industrial School expenses. 

I cannot close this report without suggesting that it 
would seem wise that some action be taken looking toward 
the establishment of a ‘‘Sinking Fund’’ for the County. 
Particularly is this desirable in view of the fact that the 
County has the option of retiring some of its bonds in 1904, 
or any time thereafter (though not, really due until 1914), 
and unless some such provision is made the County may 
not be able to take advantage of such option. |

PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIDERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SOLDIERS’ HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


SECT. 9. Whenever any person, resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned 
and served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in 
the army or navy of the United States, in the war of the 
Rebellion, and who received an honorable discharge, not 
being under guardianship or legal restraint, shall become 
poor and unable to provide maintainance for himself and 
dependent family, such person, his wife, widow, or minor 
children, or such of the children as are unable to maintain 
themselves, shall be supported at the public expense in the 
town or city of their abode, at their own home or any such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the over- 
seers of the poor or county commissioners shall deem right 
and proper, but no person shall receive aid under the pro- 
visions of this section unless he has resided in this state 
three years or more before making application for such 
aid; and no person shall, while receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section, use intoxicating liquor to an ex- 
tent, which will render him incapable of working at his 
usual occupation ; and no person receiving aid under the 
provisions of this section shall sell any articles furnished 
him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor 
share any such aid with any persons other than those 
above named as being entitled to the benefit of these pro- 
visions. Any person receiving aid under the provisions 
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of this section, who receive a pension from the United 
States government, shall, while receiving such aid, apply 
the pension to the support of himself and dependent family, 
and shall, when requested, furnish to the overseers of the 
poor or the county commissioners satisfactory proof that 
such pension has been so applied. Any person applying 
for such aid shall, when requested, furnish to the county 
commissioners or the overseers of the poor the certificate 
of a reputable physician, resident in the county in which 


he lives, as to any incapacity on his part to perform manual. 


labor. Neglect by any person applying for or receiving 
aid under the provisions of this section to comply with the 
foregoing provisions and conditions of this section so far 
as such person is concerned, and such person may be sup- 
ported at the town or county almshouse. 

Sect. 10. The expense of support furnished under the 
provisions of the preceeding section shall be kept and re- 
ported in a separate account under the head of ‘‘Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,’’ and 
not in the general pauper account, but shall be recoverable 
of the person, town or county liable therefor as in other 
cases. * 

SEcT. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person applying 
for aid under the provisions of section nine of this chapter, 
who is eligible for admission, to make application for ad- 
mission to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in case he 
has no family or settled place of abode, whenever in their 
discretion they deem it best ; and if such person refuses to 
make such application, or if admitted refuses to go to said 
soldiers’ home, the county or town shall be relieved from 
the provisions of the two preceeding sections so far as such 
person is concerned, and he may be supported at the 
county or town almshouse. 


*This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from the en- 
grossed bill. Such references are made to it in the engrossed biil that it is evi- 
dent the legislature intended it should be a part of the law.
